In  days  of  adversity  are  always  to  be  found  both  a  test  and  a  testimony 
for  the  Bible  Society.  Adversity  has  wholesome  lessons  and  none  more 
precious  than  that  which  turns  us  again  to  God,  seeking  that  strength  and  peace 
in  Him  which  actually  overcomes  the  world.  Nothing  can  more  enrich  our 
lives  than  such  a  sense  of  our  own  helplessness  overshadowed  by  a  conscious 
ness  of  the  nearness  of  Him  who  is  our  Strength  and  Stay.  It  is  in  such  a 
time  as  this  when  the  inadequacy  of  our  own  resources  are  indisputable,  that 
we  learn  anew  the  age  old  lesson,  "My  grace  is  sufficient  for  thee."  So  does 
the  Book  sound  today  its  clarion  call  amid  the  confused  voices  of  the  world, 
and  so  in  all  its  tumult  and  suffering  are  men  and  women  turning  again  to 
the  one  source  of  strength  and  peace  sufficient  for  the  day. 

*"God  hath  not  promised  But  God  hath  promised

The  story  of  the  undying  love  of  God  is  the  burden  of  this  Book,  and 
one  must  be  strangely  unresponsive  to  stand  unmoved  before  such  oppor 
tunities  as  the  Bible  Society  offers  for  sending  it  far  and  wide  in  a  needy 
world.  It  is  here  in  the  story  of  God's  unchanging  love  that  we  find  amid  all 
the  problems  of  the  day  the  joy  which  "no  man  taketh  from  us."  "Lift  up 
your  hearts"  is  the  age-old  call  of  the  worshipper,  and  down  the  centuries 
has  come  man's  answer,  "We  lift  them  up  unto  the  Lord." 

But  to  the  testimony  which  in  these  difficult  days  proclaims  more  loudly 
than  ever  the  Bible's  true  worth,  we  must  add  the  test  which  comes  also 
because  of  the  difficulties  of  the  times.  The  Upper  Canada  Bible  Society 
circulated  last  year  the  largest  number  of  copies  of  Scripture  circulated  in  any 
year  of  its  history,  but  it  did  not  receive  the  largest  income.  As  was  to  be 
fully  expected,  there  were  those  who  were  altogether  unable  to  give  as  they 
were  accustomed  to  give  in  the  past.  And  so  the  Bible  Society  faces  the 
strange  anomaly  it  always  faces  in  such  times.  It  must  so  plan  its  budget  as 
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to  meet  the  increased  demands  with  lessened  resources — truly  no  easy  task, 
and  yet  during  1932  this  Society  was  able  to  meet  the  cost  of  the  necessary 
and  increased  work  within  its  own  territory  and  at  the  same  time  send  to  the 
Parent  Society  for  its  world-wide  work  the  sum  of  $47,386,  an  amount  prac 
tically  the  same  as  that  given  in  1931. 

The  Society  is  fortunate  in  that  with  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Theron  Gibson 
from  the  office  of  President,  he  is  to  retain  an  official  connection  with  the 
Society  in  his  new  office  as  Honorary  President.  Mr.  Gibson  became  Presi 
dent  of  the  Auxiliary  in  1926,  succeeding  in  the  office  Mr.  A.  M.  Featherston, 
whose  sudden  death  robbed  the  Society  of  one  of  its  most  indefatigable 
workers.  Mr.  Gibson  brought  to  the  Society  a  mature  experience  both  from 
the  business  world  and  from  Christian  activities.  His  long  and  close  connec 
tion  with  the  work  of  the  International  Sunday  School  movement  gave  him 
naturally  a  breadth  of  vision  and  a  wealth  of  Christian  sympathy,  which  have 
been  of  inestimable  value  to  the  Bible  Society.  During  the  years  of  his  Presi 
dency  this  Auxiliary  reached  the  climax  of  its  support  of  the  world-wide  work 
of  the  Parent  Society.  It  was  under  his  wise  leadership  that  this  Auxiliary 
joined  with  others  throughout  the  Dominion  and  Newfoundland  in  consoli 
dating  and  strengthening  the  link  between  Canada  and  Newfoundland  and  the 
Parent  organization  in  London.  He  has  seen  as  leader  also  a  significant  change 
in  the  official  attitude  of  the  various  Christian  communions  as  such  to  the  work 
of  the  Bible  Society.  He  has  been  for  many  years  a  delegate  from  this 
Auxiliary  to  the  General  Board,  and  has  on  different  occasions  represented  the 
Canadian  work  of  the  Society  in  London.  It  will  be  a  satisfaction  to  all  con 
nected  with  the  Upper  Canada  Bible  Society  to  know  that  in  his  position  as 
Honorary  President  Mr.  Gibson  will  still  place  at  the  disposal  of  the  Society 
his  mature  judgment  and  ripe  experience.  In  acknowledging  the  debt  which 
the  Society  is  under,  it  will  also  be  the  prayer  of  many  that  Mr.  Gibson  will 
long  be  spared  to  share  in  the  work  which  has  been  so  near  to  his  own  heart. 

Mr.  Gibson  has  been  succeeded  in  office  by  Mr.  Thomas  Mortimer  who 
has  been  officially  connected  with  the  Bible  Society  since  1893  and  is  therefore 
the  senior  active  member  of  the  Board.  Mr.  Mortimer  assumes  this  position 
of  leadership  as  a  tried  and  trusted  friend  and  adviser  of  the  Bible  Society, 
and  the  best  wishes  of  the  Auxiliary  will  go  to  him  as  he  faces  the  peculiar 
problems  of  the  present  days. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  many  whose  help  has  made  possible  what  has 
been  accomplished.  We  are  particularly  indebted  by  Rev.  J.  B.  M.  Armour, 
Rev.  A.  W.  Banfield  and  Rev.  R.  J.  Bowen,  whose  help  has  been  so  willingly 
and  so  often  given. 


OUR  AGENCY  DEPARTMENT 

The  Agency  Department,  which  is  responsible  for  cultivating  and  streng 
thening  our  contact  with  those  who  support  our  work  throughout  the  Auxiliary, 
report  as  follows  : 

In  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  District  and  Field  Secretaries  we 
would  call  attention  to  the  following  quotation  from  a  letter  recently  received  : 

"The  people  are  just  as  interested  as  ever  in  your  work,  but  circumstances 
forced  them  to  reduce  their  contribution.  One  encouraging  feature  is  that  a 
longer  list  of  names  is  found  on  our  collectors'  books  this  last  time,  showing 
that  more  people  have  responded  than  ever  before.  We  regret  that  the  total 
amount  was  not  larger." 

"Though  one  hasn't  the  means  to  give  what  we  would  like,  we  can  always 
call  upon  God  who  can  find  a  way  to  the  hearts  of  those  who  have  means,  if 
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we  could  only  realize  more  what  it  means  to  lay  hold  of  the  power  of  Almighty 
God  with  whom  nothing  is  impossible." 

The  above,  which  comes  from  those  interested  in  the  actual  collection  of 
money  for  the  Bible  Society,  is  a  true  expression  of  both  the  difficulties  and 
the  encouragements  which  face  Bible  Society  work  at  this  time.  Nothing  is 
more  evident,  in  spite  of  the  fact  of  smaller  contributions,  than  the  depth  of 
the  interest  and  loyalty,  and  the  willingness  to  meet  as  best  it  can  be  met, 
the  difficulty  of  the  times  by  extra  effort  and  extra  prayer. 

That  the  year  has  been  a  difficult  one  throughout  the  whole  of  the 
Auxiliary  will  be  fully  understood.  These  difficulties  have  been  greatly  light 
ened  so  far  as  the  staff  of  the  Bible  Society  is  concerned,  and  indeed  the 
actual  income  of  the  Society  has  been  kept  from  a  shrinkage  which  might 
have  been  expected,  by  the  determined  effort  made  by  both  ministers  and 
officers  of  Branches,  and  by  collectors,  to  sustain  as  nearly  as  possible  the 
normal  givings  to  the  Society. 

Some  of  the  largest  Branches  outside  Toronto  have  been  able  to  increase 
their  givings  over  last  year,  but  more  significant  still  is  the  occasional  increase 
in  a  smaller  Branch,  which  could  only  be  accounted  for  by  carefully  planned 
and  sustained  effort,  calling  for  genuine  sacrifice. 

The  history  of  this  Auxiliary  in  the  past  will  show  a  series  of  ups  and 
downs  in  connection  with  its  income,  but  an  organization  whose  length  of 
service  runs  into  centuries  can  afford  to  take  a  long  view  of  such  a  problem. 

The  immensity  of  the  undertaking  will  only  be  realized  as  we  visualize  a 
vast  army  of  helpers.  There  are  approximately  1,300  actual  officers  of 
Branches,  and  in  addition  to  this,  a  body  of  collectors  running  well  into  the 
thousands  in  numbers,  who  year  after  year  travel  the  streets  of  the  cities  and 
towns,  and  the  roads  of  the  countryside  to  the  very  furthest  back  concession, 
giving  willingly  of  their  time  and  strength  in  the  gathering  in  of  money  for 
the  Society's  work.  With  such  helpers,  and  with  sustained  and  concerted 
Prayer,  the  Society's  work  can  never  really  fail. 

The  mention  of  Prayer  in  the  above  letter  is  one  of  the  most  significant 
features  in  connection  with  the  work.  Before  the  inauguration  of  the  move 
ment  among  our  own  Directors  to  increase  Prayer  on  behalf  of  the  Society's 
work,  the  same  desire  was  evident  in  many  of  the  Branches.  In  the  edition 
of  "The  Lamplighter,"  published  in  December,  an  appeal  was  made  to  all 
Branch  officers  to  make  every  effort  to  encourage  the  assistance  which  Prayer 
can  give  to  the  Society's  work. 

A  special  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  a  personal  contact  with  all 
Branches  requiring  such  assistance  until  their  contribution  is  actually  secured. 
With  varying  conditions  this  of  course  is  not  possible  in  every  single  instance, 
but  it  is  probable  that  Branch  visitation  was  never  as  extensive  as  during  the 
year  just  passed.  The  plans  made  for  the  year  upon  which  we  have  entered 
include  an  increase  in  such  work  if  this  is  found  to  be  within  the  realm  of 
possibility. 

The  closeness  of  the  position  of  the  Society  in  relationship  to  the  churches 
has  been  singularly  demonstrated.  Nothing  is  more  encouraging  in  a  general 
survey  of  the  work  than  the  increasing  realization  that  the  Bible  Society  is 
not  an  outside  organization,  but  an  integral  part  of  all  Missionary  enterprise. 

The  attitude  of  the  churches  in  the  city  of  Toronto  was  never  as  friendly, 
nor  co-operation  so  willingly  given  as  today,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  in  many 
cases  actual  contributions  must  be  reduced.  The  old  difficulty  of  obtaining 
any  recognition  of  responsibility  toward  the  Society  is  largely  passing  away, 
and  if  as  has  been  said,  a  long  view  of  the  Society's  activities  can  be  taken, 
there  seems  a  better  hope  for  the  future  than  there  has  been  at  any  time  in 
the  past. 

The  two  Field  Days  arranged  in  the  City  of  Toronto  were  carried  out  as 


usual  in  1932.  That  abserved  in  the  month  of  March  included  some  110 
churches,  and  that  in  December  61  churches.  The  official  commendation  given 
by  synods,  conferences  and  other  Executive  church  bodies,  as  well  as  the  com 
mendation  of  church  leaders,  has  been  of  the  highest  value. 

A  venture  begun  during  1932  is  the  issue  of  a  little  leaflet  of  modest  form, 
designed  to  carry  a  word  of  vision,  encouragement  and  thanks  to  the  officials 
of  Branches.  "The  Lamplighter"  has  already  proved  both  useful  and  accept 
able  to  those  for  whom  it  is  designed,  and  might  easily  be  developed  to  become 
a  powerful  instrument  for  arousing  and  sustaining  interest  in  the  Society's 
work.  The  cost  of  its  publication  is  not  taken  from  the  contributions  sent  by 
Branches,  but  is  provided  for  by  a  few  friends  of  the  Society. 

In  closing  the  Secretaries  would  like  to  ask  the  Board's  continual  counsel 
and  support  in  Prayer.  As  stated  above,  nothing  has  been  more  encouraging 
than  the  expressed  desire  of  many  to  join  in  a  concerted  effort  to  support  the 
Society  at  the  Throne  of  Grace.  If  through  the  difficult  times  which  face  us 
now.  we  can  have  vision  and  faith  to  see  better  days  ahead,  and  can  have 
courage  even  now  to  plan  for  them,  there  would  seem  to  be  humanly  speaking 
no  cause  for  fear  that  the  Society  will  weather  the  storms  of  today  and 
emerge  from  them  more  effective  and  powerful  than  ever  before. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Women's  Auxiliary  for  its  loyal  support  and  to 
the  President,  Directors,  and  many  ministers  who  have  so  willingly  assisted  by 
addressing  Sunday  congregations  and  week  night  meetings,  and  in  other  ways. 
The  strain  and  the  difficulty  of  the  times  cannot  be  denied,  but  the  burden  is 
lightened  in  no  small  degree  by  the  loyal  attitude  of  the  Society's  helpers  through 
out  the  whole  Auxiliary. 


OUR  COLPORTAGE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Colportage  Department  looks  after  the  distribution  of  Scriptures 
within  the  Auxiliary.  Its  report  is  as  follows: 

"That  we  through  patience  and  comfort  of  the  Scriptures  might  have  hope" 
(Rom.  15:4). 

With  joy  and  thankfulness  we  look  back  on  a  year  of  marked  success 
in  our  Colportage  work. 

Through  this  time  of  stress  and  storm  people  are  turning  more  and  more 
to  the  spiritual  things  of  life.  They  are  learning  that  materialism  does  not 
bring  happiness,  and  is  of  little  value  in  making  men  and  women  creative  and 
powerful.  This  reaction  is  seen  in  an  increased  demand  for  the  Bible  and  its 
comforting  message.  There  are  signs  everywhere  of  an  awakening  conscious 
ness  of  God  and  a  desire  to  read  His  Word.  Barriers  are  being  broken  down, 
and  hearts  are  becoming  responsive  to  the  good  news  which  is  carried  by 
men  who  share  it  in  their  lives. 

A  comparison  of  Colportage  work  for  the  year  1932  with  that  of  the 
previous  year  shows  an  increase  of  9,039  copies  of  the  Scriptures  distributed 
through  the  medium  of  our  Colporteurs,  and  $1,062.74  in  receipts  for  these 
sales.  What  a  powerful  testimony  to  the  power  of  the  Word  of  God  in  face 
of  unprecedented  economical  chaos. 

During  the  whole  of  the  twelve  months  the  Colportage  Committee  have 
had  under  its  direction  six  full-time  Colporteurs,  one  additional  full-time  Col 
porteur  during  the  summer  months,  and  four  part-time  workers.  Scriptures  at 
Missionary  rates  have  also  been  supplied  to  various  Missions  throughout  our 
territory,  mainly  in  the  City  of  Toronto,  for  circulation  in  their  respective 
Districts.  In  these  cases  the  Committee  considered  that  more  effective  distri 
bution  could  be  accomplished  by  the  Missions  than  by  a  canvass  by  one  of 
our  Colporteurs. 
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Special  attention  was  given  this  year  to  the  very  needy  and  sparsely  popu 
lated  district  of  Haliburton.  Four  months  intensive  canvass  of  this  area  pro 
duced  surprisingly  satisfactory  results,  1691  copies  of  the  Scriptures  being 
distributed.

The  need  for  Colportage  work,  even  in  the  more  settled  parts  of  our 
territory,  is  strikingly  exemplified  in  the  following  extract  from  a  recent  report 
of  one  of  our  Colporteurs  canvassing  in  one  of  the  smaller  towns  of  North 
western  Ontario:  "I  was  informed  that  during  one  entire  year  only  one  Bible 
was  sold  from  the  store  in  this  town,  whereas  in  three  weeks  I  sold  about  25 
Bibles  besides  many  portions." 

The  following  further  extracts  from  the  Monthly  Reports  received  from 
some  of  our  Colporteurs  speak  eloquently  for  themselves: 

"A  lady  to  whom  I  had  sold  a  Bible  stopped  me  on  the  street  the  other 
day,  and  with  great  joy  told  the  story  of  the  Bible  I  had  sold  her.  She  had 
forwarded  it  to  a  man  doing  a  life  sentence  in  Columbia,  Ohio,  Penitentiary 
and  had  just  received  word  that  through  reading  the  Bible  he  had  found 
Christ  and  was  now  attending  all  the  prison  services,  and  if  ever  he  gets  out 
will  try  to  make  amends  for  his  wrong  doing.  Again  my  truck  was  standing 
outside  a  barber's  shop  when  the  barber  called  to  me  and  asked  me  to  come 
inside.  He  had  seen  the  truck  around  and  wanted  to  get  me  for  some  time. 
I  found  he  had  been  quite  a  character,  but  through  reading  God's  Word,  had 
been  led  to  a  saving  knowledge  of  the  Saviour,  and  was  to  join  the  church 
the  following  week." 

"One  of  these  homes  has  been  brightened  by  the  New  Treasure.  In  it  are 
four  little  children,  the  oldest  only  twelve.  I  have  heard  this  child  (the  only  one 
who  can  read,  the  parents  cannot),  has  commenced  family  worship.  Every 
night  she  gets  down  the  Bible,  and  after  reading  a  portion,  proceeds  to  explain 
the  passage  in  her  own  simple,  childish  way.  The  above  was  told  me  by  her 
Sunday  School  Teacher." 

"Calling  at  one  home  some  two  miles  from  the  regular  highway  I  met  an 
old  couple  who  because  of  failing  eyes  were  unable  to  read  the  one  Bible  they 
had,  the  type  being  rather  fine.  The  old  man  was  so  pleased  to  get  one  of 
the  large  type  copies  I  handed  him  he  said,  'I  think  more  of  this  than  if  it 
was  a  block  of  gold.'  " 

"Recently  a  lady  who  had  just  lost  her  young  husband  by  drowning  was 
in  great  distress  and  perplexity.  I  was  able  to  point  to  her  a  passage  in 
Scripture,  viz.,  Is.  V.  1,  which  greatly  comforted  her.  She  then  confessed 
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she  had  no  Bible,  and  purchased  a  Family  Bible,  and  through  her  others  in 
the  house  also  followed  her  example  and  purchased  Scriptures." 

"A  French  lady  said,  'Here  we  do  not  read  English.'  I  asked  in  French, 
'Do  you  read  French?'  She  seemed  quite  delighted  to  speak  in  her  mother 
tongue  and  immediately  bought  a  Bible  in  French. 

One  German  lady  came  to  the  door  and  quite  gravely  informed  me  in 
German  that  she  neither  spoke  nor  read  English.  When  I  informed  her  in 
her  own  tongue  I  had  a  Bible  in  German  for  her,  she  expressed  great  pleasure 
in  being  able  to  procure  a  Bible  in  German,  as  she  was  about  to  send  to 
Germany  for  one." 

We  pay  tribute  to  these  Pathfinders,  who  in  face  of  danger  and  often 
times  discouragement,  in  fair  weather  or  foul,  carry  the  message  of  light  to 
the  farthest  corners  of  our  Province. 


THE  PARENT  SOCIETY 

The  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  published  during  the  year  passed  1 1 
new  translations  of  Scripture.  Eight  were  for  Africa,  one  for  Asia,  one  for 
South  America,  and  one  for  Oceania. 

Three  New  Testaments  have  during  the  year  been  completed  by  the 
addition  of  books  not  previously  translated.  The  year  saw  also  the  comple 
tion  of  the  whole  Bible  in  Afrikaans  for  the  Dutch  of  South  Africa  and  in 
Hausa  the  widespread  lingua  franca  of  West  Africa. 

Important  revisions  of  existing  translations  were  also  made  during  the 
year,  three  revisions  of  the  complete  Bible  having  been  published  for  Africa 
and  one  for  India. 

The  total  circulation  exceeded  ten  and  a  half  million  copies. 

An  entirely  new  printing  of  the  Bible,  "the  cheapest  English  Bible  issued", 
was  published  during  the  year.  Its  publication  was  made  possible  through  the 
Thankoffering  sent  by  Canada  in  1929  to  commemorate  the  one  hundred  and 
twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  Society. 

Circulation  of  the  Bible  increased  in  the  Latin  countries  of  Western 
Europe  and  in  Austria  and  Hungary.  There  have  been  decreases  in  China 
and  India,  but  increases  in  Korea  and  Ceylon.  Russia  is  still  closed  to  the 
Bible  Society,  but  colporteurs  carry  the  Book  to  Moslem  lands — to  the  Bedouin 
camps  and  through  the  Great  Desert.  The  Turk  will  receive  the  Scriptures 
and  in  Iraq  and  Persia  more  copies  than  ever  have  been  distributed.  There 
has  been  an  increase  too  in  some  of  the  South  American  countries. 


IN  CANADA 

As  would  be  expected,  the  Society's  work  throughout  the  Dominion 
reflects  the  difficulties  of  the  times.  There  has  been  a  decrease  in  circulation 
of  79,000  volumes,  partly  accounted  for  by  restricted  immigration.  The  Col- 
portage  work  throughout  the  Dominion,  however,  is  carried  on  with  watch 
fulness  and  care,  and  special  efforts  have  been  made  in  places  where  the 
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conditions  of  the  times  require  particular  attention,  or  offer  special  opportunity. 
A  total  of  354,092  volumes  were  circulated,  and  Canada  contributed  for  the 
world-wide  work  of  the  Society  $41,206. 

And  so  we  end  the  story  of  the  one  hundred  and  thirteenth  year  of  the 
Auxiliary's  operations.  That  it  has  been  a  year  of  great  difficulty  will  be 
plainly  evident.  That  it  has  been  also  a  year  of  immense  opportunity  will  be 
understood  by  all  who  realize  how  God  uses  this  Book  as  a  channel  of  His 
blessing.  The  great  fellowship  of  workers  which  make  up  the  Upper  Canada 
Bible  Society  will  find  in  the  difficulties  of  these  days  that  which  will  bind 
them  closer  together  in  a  work  which  God  has  so  manifestly  owned  and 
blessed. 


CIRCULATION 

THE  Society's  issues  for  the   year   1932  amount  to   141,865  copies  of  the 
Scriptures,  made  up  as  follows:  Bibles  34.303,  Testaments  26,518,  and  81,044 
smaller  Portions,  an  increase  in  circulation  for  the  year  of  6,515  copies. 

Since  its  foundation  in  the  year  1818  the  Society  has  circulated  4,765,259 
copies  of  the  Scriptures  in  the  territory  covered  by  its  activities. 

Included  in  the  above  total  for  the  year  1932  the  Society  has  distributed 
Foreign  Scriptures  in  49  languages,  made  up  as  follows:

RULES  OF  THE  UPPER  CANADA  BIBLE  SOCIETY  UNDER  WHICH 
GRANTS  ARE  MADE  TO  SCHOOLS  AND  MISSIONS 

1.  Mission   Churches,   and   Mission   Schools   among  non-English   speaking 
peoples  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board,  be  allowed  grants  of  Scriptures 
either  free  or  at  Missionary  Rates  subject  to  rule  2.     Missions  among  English 
speaking  peoples  are  not  in  general  to  be  considered  fit  objects  for  gratuities 
of  the  Society. 

2.  All  applications  for  grants  of  Bibles  to  Sunday  Schools  or  Missions 
should  be  made  upon  the  forms  heretofore  prescribed,  which  will  be  furnished 
by  the  Secretaries.     The  applicant  shall  state  the  condition  of  the  School  or 
Mission,  the  number  of  scholars  and  teachers,  or  of  the  attendants,  as  the  case 
may  be;   the  amount  of  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  managers;  who  are  its 
officers;  and  why  it  is  necessary  to  make  such  application.     These  applications 
should  in  every  case  be  certified  by  a  Minister  of  the  Gospel,  or  some  person 
of  known  respectability,  and  endorsed  by  some  director  or  official  of  the  Bible 
Society. 

All  applications  for  grants  are  considered  at  the  regular  Monthly  Meeting 
of  the  Board  on  the  Third  Tuesday  of  each  month.
